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DETAILED ACTION 

This is in response to amendment filed on 5/1 1/05 in which claim 2 is pending. 
The applicant's amendments have been fully considered but they are moot based on 
the new ground of rejection therefore this case is made final. 

Drawings 

1 . Figure 9 should be designated by a legend such as -Prior Art- because only 
that which is old is illustrated. See MPEP § 608.02(g). Corrected drawings in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121 (d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled 
"Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 1 .84(c)) so as not to obstruct 
any portion of the drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the 
applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office 
action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Specification 

2. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: on page 3, 
line 5, of the response, replace '"16" with -17~. Appropriate correction is required. 

3. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: Page 2, 
paragraph 2 of the response states "The two fingers detect the received signal r(t) with 
the same spread code s(t) as the main finger , the onlv difference to the main finoer 
being that the received sianal in the late finger is advanced bv one position, and that in 
the earlv finger is delaved bv one samole position ". However the fig.6 of the drawing 
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shows the received signal in the late finger is delayed twice while the received signal in 
the early finger is not delayed . 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Drawings 

4. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a) because they fail to show 
"passing on the data one read cycle later to an early finger for reading by the late finger 
in the early-late tracking" and "The two fingers detect the received signal r(t) with the 
same spread code s(t) as the main finge r the only difference to the main finger being 
that the received signal in the late finger is advanced by one position, and that in the 
early finger is delayed by one sample position " as described in the specification. Any 
structural detail that is essential for a proper understanding of the disclosed invention 
should be shown in the drawing. MPEP § 608.02(d). Corrected drawing sheets in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should 
include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if 
only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing 
should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the 
appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, and where necessary, 
the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate changes made to the brief 
description of the several views of the drawings for consistency. Additional replacement 
sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering of the remaining figures. Each 
drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an application must be labeled in the top 
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margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1.121(cl). If 
the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and 
informed of any required corrective action in the next Office action. The objection to the 
drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an applicatbn for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

6. Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Giallorenzi et 
al U.S. Patent No 6,332,008. 

As per claim 2, Giallorenzi et al teaches a method for memory access control in 
RAKE receivers with early-late tracking in telecommunications systems with wire-free 
Tele-communication between at least one of mobile and stationary transceivers, in third- 
generation mobile radio systems, the method comprising the steps of: receiving data in 
the CDMA receiver is the same as the claimed (RAKE receiver) (see fig.2 element 36 
and col.6, lines 30-35); reading the data by an late despreader is the same as the 
claimed (late finger) (see fig.2 element 46 and col.7, lines 13-30) in the early-late 
tracking; memory is the same as the claimed (buffer-storing) (see fig. 1a element 12f 
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and col. 5, lines 57-61 ) the data; and passing on the data one read cycle later to an early 
despreader is the same as the claimed (early finger) (see fig.2 element 44 and col.7, 
lines 12-15) for reading by the late despreader is the same as the claimed (late finger) 
in the early-late tracking.
